Claims 1-7, 11-19, and 21-27 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

1 . Regarding claims 1-7 and 1 1-13 - The applicants have amended the claims to apply to 
computer readable storage media which is not a communication signal. The specification 
paragraph [0043] states the instructions can be stored on a computer readable medium or 
accessed in the form of electronic signals. Therefore, the claims are limited to computer readable 
(volatile or non- volatile memory) storage medium. 

2. Regarding claims 23-27 - The applicants in their response dated 3/20/08 have invoked 
"means for" language (112 6th paragraph). The prior art structure does not match the structure of 
the application.
